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NEGROES MAP FIGHT ON JOB BIAS: 


In the North and South last week, the integration battle i 


was shifting from schools to industry, according to the 
Wall Street Journal. 

Caught between a flanking campaign by the NAACP | 
and the National Urban League, many companies have / 
become jittery. But a General Motors executive in one of 
the firm’s southern plants near Atlanta told reporters that 
the plant is “not about to try” to hire Negroes for any- 
thing but janitorial work. 

“When we moved into the South,” the General Motors 
executive said bluntly, “we agreed to abide by local cus- 
tom and not hire Negroes for production work. This is no 
time for social reforming in that area, and we’re not 
about to try it.” 

To counter this and similar attitudes, Negro leaders aim 
to put added pressure on the government and employers 
to open more jobs barred to Negroes in stores and in fac- 
tories. 
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Charges Bias Forces Boston Negroes Into Ghettos 
The majority of Boston’s 42,000 Negroes are forced to 
live in only three sections of the city “because of preju- 
dice,” according to NAACP Executive Secretary Edward L. 
Cooper. He said most Boston Negroes live in Roxbury, 
South End and Dorchester if they cannot buy homes in 
the suburbs. Those who have money, he added, purchase 
two-family houses in Roxbury, or live in cold water flats 
and buy new cars “to give them some feeling of worth

Already, NAACP Labor Sec. Herbert Hill is touring the 
South with a two-fold task: 1) urging Negro employes in 
defense plants to file complaints with the government 
when they think there is discrimination in hiring, and 2) 
proddirg parents and teachers to prepare Negro youths 
for skiled jobs—to remedy the complaint of many em- 
ployers that Negroes just don’t have the needed training. 

In the North, anti-bias laws are being adopted to re- 
move job barriers. The Chicago City Council, two weeks 
ago, passed the city’s first civil rights bill, prohibiting dis- 
crimination against Negroes in every type of establish- 
ment from rest-rooms to cemeteries. This action jogged a 
comment from Chicagoan Rayford Riley: 

“Tf a man doesn’t have a job, he is going to have some 
hungry kids going to an integrated school. If a man 
doesn’t have a job, he may need the integrated cemeteries. 
If a man doesn’t have a job, he may not have much need 
for that integrated rest-room. We need integrated jobs.”

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‘BAD EGGS’ HAUNT KID GAVILAN 


Have the “bad eggs” caught up with Kid Gavilan again? 

Last week in Los Angeles, the 31-year-old ex-welter- 
weight champ, who’s trying to hit the jackpot and regain 
the $500,000 he threw to the four winds during his reign 
as titlist, came within a split decision of earning a shot at 
Carmen Basilio’s vacated title. 

However, when the hand of Mexico’s Gaspar Ortega was 
raised in victery following the bristling 12-round battle, 
Yamil Chade, the kid’s manager, bellowed: “I’m gonna go 
to the commission and protest this terrible decision.” But 
to the dejected Cuban it was just another “bad egg” de- 
cision. 

Before the fight, when the carefree Keed was in a more 
optimistic mood, he readily admitted that not much is 
left of the $500,000 he earned in major bouts with Bobo Ol- 
son ($115,000) , Chuck Davey, Johnny Bratten, Johnny Sax- 
ton (who won his title in that famed Philadelphia deci- 
sion) and other welters.

Where did the money go? 

As Gavilan tells the story, the money was spent mostly 
for good times: He gave a lot of it away.

Recalling his troubles with the chickens, he said: 

“T feed chickens, and they get nice and fat. And then 
they start to disappear.
